Alteration in 
Land Use Bill

Only one change has been 
proposed in the new land use 
ordinance which very nearly 
passed the city council with­ 
out a public hearing recently.

City planners, who have con­ 
ducted two public hearings on the 
new law, are considering a change 
in the ordinance which would pro­ 
vide for the automatic rezoning of 
all A-l (agriculture) lands that 
are subdivided. These lands would 
become R-l (single family resi­ 
dences) if the city council con­ 
curs in the proposal.

Planning consultant Earle Lloyd 
reported that there are more than 
a score of housing developments 
here which are still in agricultural 
zones, which permits commercial 
scale raising of poultry and erec­ 
tion of roadside stands for sale 
of rjroduce.

A final hearing on the land use 
ordinance has been set for Dec. 9, 
in the council chambers, according 
to city officials.

The bill originally came up for 
adoption more than a month ago, 
but was delayed when various civic 
groups, headed by the Chamber of 
Commerce, protested, claiming that 
public hearing should be held on 
the measure.
